The  divisions  which  were  occasioned  by  the 
enemies  of  the  church  in  the  passin);  of  the 
Maryland  Church  establishment  bill  into  a  law, 
delayed  Dr.  Rray  in  Fnoland,  and  gave  him  op¬ 
portunities  of  accomplishing  good  to  the  Church, 
both  at  home  and  abroad.  During  his  tedious 
detention  in  London,  the  temptation  of  lucrative 
preferment,  was,  more  than  once,  offered  him. 
Nothing,  however,  could  induce  him  to  forego 
his  foreign  commission.  In  the  winter  of  Iti'.ID, 
he  embarked,  accordingly,  for  M.aryland,  which 
he  did  not  reach  till  after  a  dangerous  and 
lengthened  passage  of  above  12  weeks  (Dec. 
10,  11)99 — Slarch  12,  1700).  By  the  close  of 
the  first  session  of  the  .Assembly  after  his  arrival, 
he  had  personally  consulted  w  ith  all  his  clergy, 
who  at  that  season  were  accessible  ;  he  had 
obtained  the  thanks  of  the  Assembly  for  the 
sermons  which  he  had  preached  before  them, 
and  for  the  services  whicli  lie  was  rendering  the 
Church  ;  and,  with  his  aid,  such  a  bill  was,  at 
length,  passed,  as  seemed  likely  to  meet  the 
royal  consent  at  home.  The  clergy  of  the 
wliole  province,  however,  who  assembled  to  his 
citation  in  1701,  and  the  whole  house  of  .As¬ 
sembly,  being  of  opinion  that  his  presence  in 
England  might  tend,  more  than  any  correspond¬ 
ence,  to  correct  the  malicious  misrepresenta¬ 
tions  which  the  Quakers  and  Roman  Catholics 
hau  united  to  disseminate  against  their  infant 
Church,  he  re.solved  to  follow  the  bill  home  in 
person.  So  strong  a  party,  however,  had  the 
Quakers  made  at  the  board  of  trade,  that  the 
utmost  which  Dr.  Bray  could  accomplish,  was, 
that  he,  in  conjunction  with  that  board,  should 
draw  up  such  a  bill  as  the  assembly  at  .Maryland 
might  pass  into  a  law,  and  his  .Majesty  confirm 
in  England,  on  its  leturn. 

In  1712  Dr.  Bray  edited  his  reprint  of  such 
tracts  as  were  becoming  scarce,  w’hich  threw 
lighten  the  history  of  the  encroachments  of  the 
see  of  Rome,  under  the  title  of  “  Martyrology, 
or  Papal  Usurpations.”  In  I72i)  he  published 
his  “  Directorium  Missionarium,”  his  “  Primor- 
dia  Bibliothecaria,”  his  life  of  Rawlet,  the  author 
of  ”  the  Christian  Monitor,”  his  reprint  of”  Gil¬ 
pin’s  Life,"  and  of  the  ”  Ecclesiastes  of  Eras¬ 
mus,”  the  |)crusal  of  the  latter  of  which  works  he 
strongly  urged  on  all  who  thought  of  under¬ 
taking  the  pastoral  functions. 

The  voyage  which  he  undertook  to  Holland, 
in  prosecution  of  his  scheme  for  the  Propaga¬ 
tion  of  the  Gospel,  introduced  him  to  the  pious 
Mr.  D’.VlIone,  of  the  Hague.  With  the  views 
of  this  benevolent  man,  especially  those  which 
he  had  formed  for  the  education  of  negroes  in 
the  British  plantations,  Bray  so  entirely  coinci¬ 
ded,  that  a  correspondence  commenced  between 
them,  which  was  only  terminated  by  the  death 
of  D' Allone.  lie  was  found  at  his  death  to  have 


bequeathed  a  part  of  his  estate  to  Dr.  Bray  and 
his  associates  to  form  a  stock  for  the  conversion 
and  education  of  negroes  in  the  English  colo¬ 
nies.  Of  this  stock  the  present  associates  are 
the  dispensers,  and,  far  as  the  slender  fund  al¬ 
lows  them,  they  appropriate  it  tothe  purposes  for 
which  It  was  bequeathed.  A  plan  which  Bray 
projected  in  1727  for  the  supply  of  comforts, 
both  bodily  and  spiritual,  to  the  inmates  of  Eng¬ 
lish  prisons,  introduced  him  to  Mr.  (afterwards 
Major  General)  Oglethorpe.  Him  Bray  enroll¬ 
ed  with  others  in  an  association,  to  whom  the 
prosecution  of  his  various  pious  designs  de¬ 
scended,  when  himself,  a  century  since,  was 
called,  in  his  7;ld  year,  to  his  eternal  reward. 

The  object  of  the  Associate  who  has  compiled 
(from  Rev.  H.  J.  Todd’s  reprint  of  Rev.  S. 
Smith’s  life  of  Dr.  Bray)  this  analysis  of  his 
public  life  is,  partly,  that  he  may  make  inquiry, 
through  the  Episcopal  Watchman,  after  such 
libraries  as  will  be  found  by  the  accompanying 
list,  to  have  been  formed  in  America  by  Dr. 
Bray.  It  would  be  most  gratifying  to  himself 
and  to  his  fellow  Associates,  if,  in  the  informa¬ 
tion  which  may  be  thus  elicited,  these  libraries 
should  be  found  to  be  promotive,  in  the  present 
day,  of  the  pious  objects  for  which  they  were 
founded, — to  have  accumulated,  in  the  lapse  of 
years,  any  valuable  accessions,  and  to  be  likely 
yet,  by  God’s  blessing,  to  continue  serviceable, 
hereafter,  in  the  cause  of  religion  and  of  letters. 

But  curiosity  is  not  the  only  motive  of  your 
correspondent.  His  object  chielly  is,  by  the 
exhibition  of  this  exemplary  life,  to  stimulate 
others  to  similar  exertion.  .All,  however  hum¬ 
ble  be  their  circumstances,  should  feel  that  a 
sphere  of  extensive  good  is  open  to  them. 
'I'hree,  nay,  four  of  the  English  societies  of  the 
present  day,  which  are  effecting  lliQino*::  exten¬ 
sive  and  unmi.xed  good,  owe  their  origin  to  the 
exertions  of  an  individual,  who  (according  to 
his  biographer.  Smith,)  could  scarce  afford  the 
charge  of  his  doctor’s  degree,  a  distinction 
which  the  credit  of  the  colonial  church  seemed 
to  require,  when  he  was  appointed  commissary 
to  Maryland  !  The  man  whose  libraries  are 
now  diffusing  the  blessing  of  sound  theological 
information  in  divers  poor  cures  in  England, 
and  on  every  continent  abroad,  appears,  by  his 
own  letters,  to  have  been  chiefly  moved  to  sup¬ 
ply  the  want  of  books  to  his  brother  clergy,  from 
the  narrowness  of  his  own  income,  which  occa¬ 
sioned  him  to  lament,  through  life,  the  want  of 
a  pro|)er  theological  library !  The  (>ersoii  who 
first  visited  the  Church  in  America,  clothed 
with  ecclesiastical  authority,  and  who,  although 
no  bishop  himself,  may  be  said  to  have  intro¬ 
duced  the  Episcopal  regimen  on  that  continent, 
had,  notwith.'«tanding  the  most  rigid  personal 
economy,  to  dispose  of  his  own  small  effects, 
and  to  borrow  money  for  the  expenses  of  his 
passage  to  Maryland  !  To  the  man  who  set  so 
many  and  so  effective  machines  of  active  bene¬ 
volence  in  motion,  a  present  of  JCIMM)  from  a 
benevolent  nobleman  (Lord  Weymouth),  was 
an  acceptable  offering  on  his  return  to  England ! 
Let  none,  therefore,  suppose  himself  too  humble 
to  project  good,  nor  let  him  despair  of  finally 


accomplishing  the  good  which  he  may  project* 
though  for  some  time  he  may  seem  to  stand 
alone. 

John  Bowdler,  the  benevolent  layman  who 
projected  the  society  for  the  augmentation  of 
Churches  in  England,  is  another  instance  of 
what  an  individual  may  accomplish.  He,  per¬ 
haps,  witnessed  more  of  the  fruit  of  his  labours 
than  did  Dr.  Bray.  Bowdler  lived  to  see  above 
persons  provided  with  church  room, 
through  the  society  which  he  originated.  Not¬ 
withstanding  the  just  eulogium  to  Dr.  Bray, 
which  is  quoted  at  the  commencement  of  this 
article,  his  name  is  now  so  little  known,  that 
probably  hundreds  in  America  who  are,  in  part, 
indebted  to  his  labours  for  the  blessings  of 
Episcopal  communion,  which  they  enjoy,  cer¬ 
tainly  hundreds  in  England,  who  give  their 
annual  subscriptions,  and  their  daily  prayers  to 
the  venerable  societies  to  w  hich  lie  first  gave 
motion,  have  never  heard  it  ;  but  let  us  read 
Daniel  xii.  3.  U  hat  though  in  the  might  of 
these  broad  rivers  and  streams,  the  rivulet, 
whence  they  took  their  earthly  rise,  should  be 
overlooked  f  That  rivulet  is  connected  with 
the  pure  river  of  the  water  of  life,  and  shall  be 
shewn  hereafter  to  have  pioceeded  out  of  the 
throne  of  Ciod  and  of  the  Lamb.

The  Luiienhiirg  Sunday  School  will  be  deem¬ 
ed  an  iiitcresling  object  of  the  Committee’s  no¬ 
tice  and  care,  as  being,  it  is  hoped,  instrumen¬ 
tal  in  the  diffusion  of  Christian  knowledge. 

This  institution,  established  three  years  ago, 
has  grown,  from  very  small  hegiiiiiings,  until  it 
now  mimhcrs  on  its  books  90  boys  and  09  girls, 
ill  whose  religious  instruction,  and  in  giving 
them  godly  counsel  suited  to  their  years,  six 
gentlemen  and  seven  ladies  of  the  place,  are  ev¬ 
ery  Sunday,  voluntarily  and  most  laudably  en- 
gaged. 

To  those  who  will  cast  their  eye  onward  for 
some  years  to  come,  and  yet  farther,  to  the 
eternal  scene,  which  is  to  be  the  abode  of 
these  children  when  all  their  years  have  been 
numbered,  tbe  important  influence  w  hich  such 
an  Institution  may  probalily  exercise  over  tlicir 
future  destinies,  will  appear  in  a  very  serious 
aud  interesting  light.  It  will  be  reasonably 
hoped,  that  continued  exertions  to  impress  use-
